Bodine, who in president of the
United Gas Improvement Co., made this

statement today in reply to Councllman
Fdwin R. Cox,

Mr. Cox, in Council yestarday, sald
the ordinance authorizing the 17, G, I,
to reduce the British thermal units, a
mensure heat energy, from to
030, would make gas cost 15 per cent
more,

"The reduction In units, from 600
to 630 in our gas here, will be carried
out gradunlly over n riod of two
months,"" Mr. Bodine mm. »

“In other cities of the United Statea
the standard is much: lower, while In
Canadn the gas contains only 450 Brit-
ish thermal units, In no case has this
reduction been accompanied by an in-
creaee in cost,

“We are threatened with a serious
ehortage in the oil uenmd in the refining
rocess of gas production, The redue-
tion, over the period from now to Jan-
uary 1 will do much to mitignte this,
but will not absolutely remove the dan-
ger.  We trust that the committen of
experts to be appointed by the Mavor
will find some wsolution in the mean-
time,""

Asked as to the effect on the invest-
ing public of the new regulation, Mr.
Nodine said that it would probably not
be of any weight.

According to Mr. Bodine, there are
only thirty-four cities in the United
Rtates still adhering to the eandle-
wwer standard, New York and this city
eing the only large onen., He charae-
terized the eamdle- power system as one
permitting fluctuations in the quality
of the gas, whereas the British thermal
unit system permits a more rigid ad-
herence to n fixed quality.

Mr, Bodine said that the reduction
will be accomplished by such emsy stages
that the consumer will have to mpke
no adjustments to existing gas fix-
tures,

“This problem ix a serious one for
the city and onr company,' My, Bodine
raid.  “As mapagers of the ity gas
system for the last twenty-two yenrs,
we have turned the former deficit of
[450,000 anoually into n profit for the
vity of 83,000,000 onch yenr, If we
ure to continue to do this in the face
of post-war conditions, we must find
some way of cconomizing in the pro-
duction of gas, We caunot afford to
extend the gns system at the prosent
time, an the compamy itself is operating
at a loss, It is to help mect this loss
and the shortage of oil that we have
nsked for this reduction.'’
